Botany. and Pidnt Pathology. 
_ Belence Service, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who have 
paid particular attention to, these 
diseases, offer the following re- 
commendations : (1) apple or plum 
trees showing characteristic mottl- 
ing and cherry trees with crinkled 
or mottled folfage should, be mark- 
ed for destruction; (2) ‘If “such 
trees, are still In ful) production, 
they should be left until they be- 
gin to show a marked reduction In 
yleld and then destroyed; (3) under 
no cirenmstances should "aftected 
‘4rees be used asa source of wood 
“or grafting, nor should healthy 
wood be grafted on them.
